finer points and distinc- 
tions exovlained. I there- 
fore called on Mrs. 
Anne Williams, editor of 
this paper (and more- 
over the only editor in 
this particular area who 
has reported horse 
show results for me 
without fail for six long 
years) and asked her if 
she would be good 
enough to allow me a 
little more space still 
to say a few words.

There is so much to 
say but at this point I 
will be as brief as pos- 
sible. First of all, rid- 
ers take their horses 
(and ponies) to shows 
for many different rea- 
sons: 

A) To school. their 
mounts over fences and 
jumps. These are gen- 
erally known as 
‘‘schooling shows’’ and 
are a wonderful oppor- 
tunity for people evenas 
well-known as Jim Day 
and our local Nancy 
Wetmore, to take their 
‘‘green’’ horses along - 
green in this sense does 
not refer to colour but 
to the fact that the horse 
is just a beginner! These 
schooling shows are 
what we refer to as 
‘‘n oO n = recognized”’ 
shows which means that 
they are not run to the 
stringent rules andcon- 
ditions set down by the 
Canadian Horse Show 
Association. There are

regular monthly school-~- 
ing shows held in most 
rural areas and riders 
who show on the now tra- 
ditional circuit take ad- 
vantage of such school- 
ing shows whenever 
possible. 

Here ina comparative- 
ly relaxed atmosphere 
the horse can be 
schooled over fairly 
easy jumps - he learns 
(if he is a beginner) to 
behave inthe company of 
other horses - and what 
is more important still, 
his rider is completely 
relaxed because the 
fierce competitive 
atmosphere of a ‘‘rec- 
ognized’’ show is ab- 
sent. 

As a rule at these 
schooling shows you 
will find junior classes 
(for riders under the age 
of 18 years) and what we 
call “‘open classes’’ for 
older people (don’t for- 
get there are veople in 
their 60’s who still show 
their horses!) This is 
the age distinction laid 
down by the Canadian 
Horse Show Association 
but the schooling show 
organizer is of course 
able to make his junior 
age limit anything he 
likes: he may prefer the 
rider to be 16, 17 or 
whathave you. 

b) Assume the spring 
schooling shows are now 
over - say round about 
the end of March - now 
the excitement of the 
real competitor is 
worked up: the Can- 
adian Horse Show As- 
sociation circuit Is 
about fo commence - 
Canada is divided up 
into zones and Ontario 
is known as Zone 2: 
the riders are going to 
compete for zone a-

Dear Madam: 


The Government of 
Ontario has introduced 
legislation which will 
have the effect of des- 
troying the humane 
movement in Ontario as 
we now know it. 

At present, the Ontario 
Humane Society has the 
authority to investigate 
complaints of cruelty 
and neglect of animals. 
The Society employs 
Inspectors throughout 
the Province to carry 
out this task. 

The Government in- 
tends to limit the auth- 
ority of these inspec- 
tors in such a way that 
for all practical pur- 
poses, they will be help- 
less. Apart from _ re- 
quiring all Inspectors to 
obtain special warrants 
before making any in- 
vestigation, the Govern- 
ment is also proposing 
to set up a Board to 
review these officers’ 
actions ‘‘on complaint 
from the public’’.. There 
is no doubt that this will 
so intimidate inspectors 
that they will be unabie 
to carry out their job. 
In addition, the legis- 
lation will force all Hu- 
mane Societies to sur- 
redner all unclaimed 
animals, not only tore- 
search institutes but ro 
dealers in animals for 
research. In other 
words, any private ani- 
mal dealer operating for 
profit will have the right 
to enter any shelter and 
demand any unclaimed 
animal. 

Even worse, the Gov- 
ernment legislation 
specifically protects 
dealers’ establishmenrs 
against any investiga- 
tion or inspection by In- 
spectors of the Ontario 
Humane Society. Reme- 
mber, these are the pre- 
mises that have led toso 
many prosecutions and 
convictions for neglect 
in past years, 

There are over 700 
farms in Ontario where 
pregnant mares are 
kept under inadequate 
conditions, deprived of 
exercise, deprivedofan 
adequate diet. And which 
produce countless 
thousands of foalsevery 
year, the majorirn of 
which are weaned ar a 
very tender age and 
transported long dis- 
tances before being 
sold. The _ legislation 
will classify these pre- 


mises as ‘research 
premises’’ and protect 
them against any in- 
spection by the Society. 
The Ontario Humane 
Society does not release 
animals alive for re- 
search. Our constitution 
and bylaws prohibic this 
This clause of oucon- 
stitution has been rati- 
fied from time to time, 
only as recelty as 1967. 


only as recently as 197. 

There seems little doubt 
therefore, that the Ont- 
ario Humane Society 
will refuse to comply 
with the Government 
legislation requiring 
them to surrender these 
animals. The only al- 
ternative left would ap- 
pear to be for the Soc- 
lety to close down its 
animal shelters or turn 
them over to Municip- 
alities for operation as 
Dog Pounds. There are 
28 modern shelters in 
the Province today anda 
competent force of uni- 
formed inspectors. This 
organization has been 
built up over the last 
50 years by the dedi- 
cated efforts of count- 
less thousands of volun- 
tary workers, It would 
be a tragedy If the Gov- 
ernment bg this thought- 
less, {ll considered ac- 
tion were todestroy this 
organization. 

The research procure- 
ment legislation is a 
drastic invasion of civil 
rights and should be re- 
jected on these grounds 
alone. 

Everybody who is con- 
cerned with the preven- 
tlon of cruelty to ani- 
mals, who is concerned 
with civil rights, should 
protest these two Bills, 
73 and 74, by writing 
to thelr Provincial 
member of Parliament 
in Queens Park, or by 
registering a protest in 
any orher way,

l-ver think life would be 
a whole lot less compli- 
cated If all fabrics were 
made of just wool, cotton 
linen or silk? Thar'sall 
irandma nag in tne good 
old days ind she always 
knew how tocare forher 
clothes ‘and what to ex- 
pect of them. 

Things have improved 
a lot since grandma’s 
day. We have fabrics 
that don’t shrink or 
Stretch, we have colors 
thar don’t bleed or fade, 
we even have fabrics 
that don’t really have to 
be ironed. The rrouble 
is, not all fabrics live 
up to this fdeal, and 
you can’talways be sure 
which kind you are buy- 
ing. 

Consumers are gener- 
ally a pretty reasonable 
lot -- but the trouble ts, 
we don't know what to 
expect. If we are told a 
fabric is delicate and 
must be hand-washed, 
most of us will follow 
instructions. But too 
often we are told noth- 
ing - sometimes it 
even takes four or five 
hang-tags to do it! We 
have to guess at how to 
care for our purchases 
and wear the consequen- 
ces. 

To be fair, some fibre, 
fabric and garment 
manufacturers try, (too, 
They give very detailed 
cleaning instructions on 
nicely - printed hang- 
tags which, if they ever 
reach the consumer, 
are promptly detached 
from the garment and 
rarely associated with 
it again, It would seem 
to be a more logical 
step that the Iinstruc- 
tions be permanently at- 
tached to the garment 
by means of a sewn-in 
label, 

A standardized set of 
symbols on a_— small 
label attached to a gar- 
ment would be a perm- 


anent reminder to us to. 


dry - clean or wash, 
bleach or not, as a 
fabric required. Neith- 
er the consumer nor 
the garment manufact- 
urers want a large, 
oversized label telling 
us how to care for our 
household textiles, but 
with the use of sym- 
bols you can get the 
message with no lang- 
uage problems. 

In Europe, labels with 
symbols have been in 
use for some years now, 
Most of them are sim- 
ilar, differing only tn 
detail such as the useof 
color or the inclusion of 
the occasional word. 

A Canadian Govern- 
ment Specifications 
Board Committee has 
been working on a care 
labelling scheme for 
nearly six years. The 
committee is composed 
of representatives ofall 
phases of the textile in- 
dustry from fibre pro- 
ducers to retailers, as 
well as other interested 
groups such as deterg- 
ent manufacturers, 
launderers and = dry- 
cleaners and consum- 
ers. Progress is being 
made and _ hopefully, 
some time this year, 
a care labelling scheme 
for use in Canada will 
be approved, 

From this consumers’ 
point of view, the sym- 
bols must be reasonably 
few, simple and easy to 
remember. But even 
more important, every 
symbol on a care label 
must be based on re- 
liable information about 
the fabric to which itis 
attached, otherwise itis 


. just someone else’s 
guess, 

Test methods have 
been established and 


standards set which 
every fabric must meet 
before it can be labelled 
with the symbol appro- 
priate to that overation, 
It is important that yhe 
label apply to the whole 


article, not just the 

major component. If a 
garment is composed of 
two or more fabrics, 
each one must meetthe 
required standard for 
the cleansing method 
recommended. This 
should eliminate the 
horrors of the shrinking 
interliner, bleeding col- 
or In the trim, rusting 
buttons or a disintegra- 
ting belt. Noteworthy, 
also, the method indic- 
ated on the label will be 
recommended by _ the 
manufacturer as_ safe 
and satisfactory. A gar- 
ment labelled dry- 
cleanable might also be 
washable, but unless the 
label indicates that itis, 
you will wash {ft strictly 
at your own risk. 

The important point Is 
that an approved method 
of cleaning household 
textiles can be pre- 
sented ina simple, clear 
symbol form and can be 
permanently fastened to 
the article to which it 
applies. Explanatory 
literature will be avail- 
able telling exactly what 
the symbols mean and 
how the system will op- 
erate. When the great 
day comes and the Can- 
adian care labelling 
scheme is_ introduced 
it will be welcomed by 
all cosumers.

Hydro Commissioners and officials from Ajax, 
Georgetown, Markham, Mississauga, North 
York, Oakville, Port Credit, Richmond Hill, 
Scarborough, Stouffville, Toronto, Uxbridge, 
Woodbridge and the Borough of York, attended 
the one-day conference, 

"1968 will be remembered as the year in 
which we passed the 10 million kilowatt mark 
in peak demands, It took 48 years -- 1910 to 
1958 -- to reach 5 million kilowatts, but in 
the next decade it has doubled. 

“And if present projections are realized, in 
another ten years we will have to cope with a 
demand of 20 million kilowatts,’’ George Gather- 
cole, Chairman of Ontario Hydro, told the 
delegates.

On Thursday evening March 13, 
at the Untred Church Hall, the 
Streetsville Lions held their regular 
meeting chaired by President Bill 
Cove. Guest sneaker for the asembly 
was Miss Marilyn Brown, an English 
teacher at Emery junior High School 
in North York, who spoke to the 
Lions about the Canadian indians. 
Miss Brown was appropriately in- 
troduced by fellow teacher Lion 
Rodger Lillie, mentioning that the 
guest speaker attended school in 
Belleville, then attended Peter- 
borough Teachers’ College. She then 
taught for the Department of Indian 
Affairs at Kitimat, B.C., working 
with the Kwakiurl Indians. She has 
since joined the staff at Emery 
Junior High. 

In her speech, Miss Brown men- 
tioned that there are 132,000 Ind- 
lans living on 6 million acres of 
land in Canada, 
live on the reserves with the re- 
mainder in the cities, efc. The 
Indian has difficulty adjusting to 
city life due to the cultural en- 
vironment. So far, the Federal 
Government has spent 15 to 20 
million dollars on homes for the 
Canadian Indian with much more to 
be done. The government should in- 
vest more in schools to emphasize 
the importance of educating the 
Indian children. The Canadian 
Indian needs to be praised not de- 
graded. Their oroblem today is 
psychological along with being econ- 
omical. The Federal Government

Road, where Dr, Saw- 
yer’s Clinic is now. She 
was a delightful person, 
and could tell many 
stories of Cooksvillein 
early days. The whole 
of Toronto Township 
was dense forest, and 
Dundas St. a boggy trail, 
and there were no 
bridges over the 
streams, and of course 
no drainage. What an 
ordeal it must have 
been for her father to 
carry the mail in that 
day.

McClelland was the 
Treasurer of the Soc- 
fety. Over thirty boys 
had gone from the 
Cooksville area, and 
each packing day saw 
forty to fifty parcels 
sent off to them, with 
love and best wishes. 
And my tiny hands 
helped to roll bandages 
too, 

On a pleasant summer 
day in 1926, my mother 
and I were present at 
Mrs, Langdonh’s one- 
hundredth birthday par- 
ty and all Cooksville 
celebrated. 

As | mentioned earl- 
fer, the old store at 
Dixie is gone, and 2a 
Chicken Villa is in ite 
place. Mrs, Gill was a 
dearly loved vostmis- 
tress, as well as store- 
keeper. I remember 
once, seeing her hop 
down from her stool 
to go to the vhone to 
tell dear Col. Thomas 
Kennedy M,P.P. thathe 
had a card there from 
his sister in Regina; 
then she would read it 
to him, ‘‘It’s no bother’’ 
she would say. Once 
when interviewed, Mrs. 
Gill told a reporter 
“*The mail in the early 
days was carried from 
Burnhamthorpe downto 
the Dundas Road by a 
man each day to meet 
the mail coach, and the 
service for t h at vil- 
lage was faster than it 


is now’’, Burnham- 
thorpe was called -

I am indebted to Cous- 
in Hazel Belford Cock- 
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well for this picture’of 
old Cookeville Post 
Office. This builiding 
was apparently at the 
corner of Cook and 
Dundas St. Then during 
World War I the old 
building was moved back 
and a new nost office 
was built (now Dr. 
Leake’s office), During 
the early twenties the 
post office was moved 
to Copeland’s Store, 
South east corner of 
Dundas and Centre 
roads (thar building still 
stands). I have been 
told that this old build-

the southeast coner of? 
Cook and Agnes Streets. 
A friend of mine 
showed me a letter 
written in 1845, before 
the days of envelopes 
and stamps as we know 
them, The pages are 
folded over and sealed 
with sealing wax.

‘I can remember my 
mother saying to a 
neighbour that she had 
paid $1,000.00 for anew

‘‘Dad played the role 
too. He applied for 
membershin ar one of 
the clubs and was ac- 
cepted. With his new 
job taking up more and 
more of his time, plus 
his social conveniences, 
it left very little time 
for him to spend with 
his growing son. 

‘‘No, I am not being 
super-sensitive. In 
this age of split mole- 
cules, atoms and auto- 
mation, I am aware 
that he is faced with 
many pressures and 
time for relaxation Is 
an absolute necessity, 
in his case.’’ 

“A child’s basic 
needs involve constant 
communication with his 
parents, whether he be 
S or 15, I found that 
after a while my par- 
ents were so hung up 
on playing the role of 
“‘well-off’’ people inthe 
neighbourhood, that it 
left very little time for 
me. I had access to the 
family car, and loads 
of money to spend (I 
always felt guilty abour 
taking it, not hav- 
ing earned any of it)’’. 
Bill found on many im- 
portant occasions (to 
him) such as_ school 
programs, inter-school 
competitions, etc, the 
failure of his parents 
in showing up for the 
event. ‘“‘You start to 
lose confidence in 
yourself after awhile 
when the two most im- 
portant people in your 
life, fail you and fail 
to support your ef- 
forts."’ 

Bill J. is not anagges- 
sive youth. ‘‘I attended 
several youth programs 
and found the member- 
ship very cold to an 
outsider, so I dropped 
ourt,”’ 

Bill can’t recall when 
he first smoked pot, 
“It was at a party - 
things were boring, 
when someone sug- 
gested we go downstairs 
to try something new. 
I first tried it, just out 
of curiosity, then after 
continued use, I began 
to enjoy it. If youasked 
me why I smoke pot,-I 
would say because under 
its influence, I like the 
world it presents to 
me, Nothing is mixed- 
up in the world of pct, 
as it is in reality, You 
might compare its 
effects on the human 
to the pop music of to- 
day - both loud and 
clear,”’ 

“There is great un- 
rest in the youth of to- 
day because of the dic- 
tating pressure of soc- 
iety. The media in its 
effort to convey mes- 
sages to the world, 
warps your mind when 
they print pictures of 
children killed in war; 
actual real-life bloody 
murder pastered all 
over the front pages. 
They knock this govern- 
ment down, while bol- 
stering anotger up; they 
go tO great lengths in 
oublicizing the evil that 
is happening allover the 
world. Andhere! sit, 
an impressionable 17- 
year old, thinking ‘this 
is real, this is happen- 
ing now’, And subse- 
quently ‘it could happen 
to me, now!’,’”’ 


Bill admits that he first 
smoked vot because he 
was curious. He con- 
tinued to smoke it be- 
cause he could afford 
it, and itinturnafforded 
him the escape fromthe 
reality of an environ- 
ment which he didn’t 
like, he didn’t ask for, 
and he didn’t want. 

‘‘Somehow, I feel that 
our only salvation is to 
return to basic simple 
moral codes. Someone, 
somewhere, has to lay 
down the law. Whenpr- 
missiveness occurs, two 
people who have been 
close, are suddenly 
drawn further anpart.’’ 

Far too much time is 
Spent, Bill feels, watch- 
ing the big black or 
coloured TV box, ‘‘That 
time could be used more 
constructively - people 
don’t even make simple 
repairs to their homes 


anymore, they call a 
8service-man in."’ 
“The other  sodiution 


would be to return to the 
Church. Somehow, the 
guidance for a straight 
life with good vaiues 
will be found there. 
I have missed the Sun- 
day services, because 
my parents only go to 
Church when dad gers a
